The Post-Dispatch is the only newspaper 
that until Friday insisted that there 
is a mystery concerning the _ senior 
Callaway’'s disappearance. All other 
newspapers have feported him in 
St. Louis or at different points in 
the country. The persistence of the 
Post-Dispatch that this mystery should 
be solved caused the people of Frederick- 
town—the Callaways’ old home—to torward 
the petition which was published by this 
newspapér Thursday. 

Detective McOarty was detailed on the 
case early Friday morning and other offi- 
cers took up the matter later in the day, 
Chief Pickel directing them in person. 

The detectives have been ordered to in- 
vestigate carefully the actions of Frank B. 
Callaway from the day of his father’s dis- 


appearance. ‘The prisoner now admits hav- 
ing stated falsely concerning his father’s 
whereabouts and Chief Pickel believes the 
young man knows more facts than he has 
told. 

The Police Department declined to take 
cognizance of old mzin Callaway’s continued 
absence from his family under such pe- 
culiar conditions until the petition of the 
people of Fredericktown addressed to the 
Post-Dispatch reached Chief Pickel Friday 
morning. 

The department then rp pke from its leth- 

pecuime nmterested-In the matter. 
nét know until Friday 
morning that Frank Callaway was the son 
of the old man Callaway whose disappear- 
ance was reported to the department 4 


month ago. 

The Chief's memory was refreshed during 
a conversation with a Post-Dispatch ree 

orter. “Why, this Callaway in jail for kili- 
ng his wife is the same young man who 
came to me with tears in his eyes one nigh: 
about a month ago and begged me to find 
his father,” he said. “I did not remember 
the connection until just now. I remember 
the incident distinctly now. 

“Young Callaway came here on a Satur- 
day night. He described this father as a 
tall, well built man about 50, wearing a 
long, black overcoat and an immense black 
slouch hat. The son said his father’s gen- 
eral appearance was so odd because of his 
height, long black hair and peculiar dress 
that he would attract attention anywhere. 
Young Callaway did not impress me at all 
favorably during that interview. 

“T sent Detective O'Connell and some 
other officers out on the case that night. 
O'Connell reported that a man answering 
the elder Callaway’e description had been 
seen frequently about the Standard Thea- 
ter. O'Connell contiued searching for the 
missing man until young Callaway reported 
two or three days later that his father 
was at Hot Springs, Ark.” 

Mrs. Callaway has heretofore steadfastly 
declined to be interviewed about her ‘hus- 
band’s absence. She called on Chief Pickel 
in his office Friday morni and told the 
circumstances surrounding her last inter- 
view with her husband. “Frank and I! 
were stopping at 261 Pine street,” she 
said. “My husband slept downtown most 
of the time we were there because our 
quarters were cramped. On the night of 
March 22 my husband remained all night 
with us. Frank was ailing with bad cold 
that night and we were all awake early 
in the morning. I told my husband that I 
would preparte breakfast for all of us at 
the house. He said Frank and I would 
better remain in bed as we had slept but 
little during the night and that he would 
go down town for his breakfast since he 
wanted to to the hotel Benton and get 
a grip which he had left there. He dressed 
and went out. That was the last I saw 
of him. I do not know the exact amount 
of money he had with him as I never in- 
quired into his financial affairs, but I think 
he had about $4800 in cash in a money belt

wwhen he failed to return in two days 
Frank wanted to report the matter to the 
police. I objected to this, fearing that it 
would anger my husband and I had no 
fears for his safety. I felt sure that he 
would return. -When I discovered that 
Frank had made my husband's absence

Chief Pickel questioned Mrs. 
closely about the alleged quarre! between 
herseif and her husband over their son's 
misconduct. She said there had pever been 
a quarrel between them, or a diffirence of 
opinion even. She explained her coming to 
St. Louls ahead of her husband. He was 
detained at Fredericktown and DeSoto 
winding up his business affairs ane 
Callaway was sent to St. Louts in advance 
to seoure suitable living rooms. Frank 
had been in St. Louls some time, studying 
medicine. It was the elder Callaway’s in- 
tention to remain in St. Louls while looking 
about for a business in which to invest the 
proceeds from the sale of his biacksmit!: 
shop at Fredericktown and lands 
abouts. 

Mre. Callaway wrote to him after rent- 
ing the rooms at 2651 Pine etreet, inform- 
i him where to find her and Frank. 
Callaway came to St. Louls on a night 
train, and doubting his ability to find the 
Pine street address efter dark he went 


to the Hotel Benton, where he had stopped | 


before, and remained there over night. In 
the morning he went out to the rooms oc- 
cupied by his wife and son. 

Mrs. Callaway told Chief Pickel that her 
husband had once expressed a desire to go 
to Cuba, believing that there wae an ex- 
cellent field for small capital on the island. 
She had absolutely no theory to advance 
concerning her husband's whereabouts, or 
the manner of his going awey.

“T shall ‘have the movements of young Cal- 
laway subsequent to his father’s disappear- 
ance inavired into carefully with a view to 
finding out whether he spent much money 
or was seen with a large sum of money

rooms from me on Sunday, March 12 1 
did not know that Mrs, Callaway’s husband 
was living until he came here one day and 
asked for Mrs. Callaway.

MISSOURI AND ST. LOUIS MAY 
GIVE SUBSCRIPTIONS. 


Constitutional Amendments Submitted 
Allowing the State and City to 
Contribute to the Great En- 
terprise. 


Missouri's Legislature gave the World's 
Fair a big boom Friday. By the largest 
vote received by amy measure this session 
the Assembly passed the two resolutions 
providing for the issuance of bonde by St. 
Louis and the appropriation of $1,000,000 by 
the State for an exhibit. 


The resolutions went through practical- 
ly without opposition. The presence of ex- 
Gov. Francis, Mr. F. W. Lehman, ex-Lieu- 
t-Governor O’Meara and Judge John 


| M. Wood, added greatly to the brilliance 


of the victory. 

After the passage of the resolutions, on 
motion of Mr. Jones of Howell, the House 
unanimously terfdered to Gov. Francie the 
use of the hall for an address on the 
World’s Fair at, 1:30 o'clock. 

Representative Matt W. Hall, Chairman 
of the House Committee on the Louisiana 
Purchase World's Fair, called up the reso- 
lution permitting the issue of $5,000,000 in 
bonds by the City of St. Louis for the 
World's Fair, as soon as there was an open- 
ing in the routine of the proceedings. It 
was a special order for 10 o'clock, but the 
House got into a wrangl@ over an insur- 
ance bill and no opportunity offered until 
after 11 o'clock. 

There was no debate on the resdlution. It 


wwas simply read a third time and put upon 


its passage. The friends df the bill in the 
House had laid the lines 60 well that the 
‘resolution went through ike a shot, the 
vote being 110 to 3. :

Rubeyv of Macon offered an amend- 
ment providing for a special tax levy not to 
exceed $1,000,000 during 1901, 1902 and 1993, 
instead of a diversion of the reven fund. 
He made a short speech in fayer of his 
amendment. 

Mr. Hall replied to him briefly. Mr.-Jones 
of Howell County also made a speech urg- 
ing the House to pass the resolution with- 
out amendment. Mr. James of St. Louis 
County made an able argument against the 
Rubey amendment. 

Mr. Cardwell of Jackson County made a 
flowery speech pledging Kansas City’s sup- 
port to the Fair. he Rubey amendment 
was defeated overwhelmingly by a viva 
voce vote. The resolution was then put 
upon its third reading and passed—Ayes, 
114; noes, 2. 

This increased vote over the other resolu- 
tion was a surprise, as this resolution was 
expected to meet some slight opposition. 
It indicated well the feeling of the people of 
the State upon the question of a Btate ex- 
hibition at the World’s Fair. Bvery man 
who voted for it will be a missionary in 
his county for the constitutional amend- 
ment. 

The St. Louis gentlemen were delighted 
at the flattering victory. Both resolutions 
have passed the House and Senate and will 
now become a law. The approval of the 
Governor is not neceséary to a joint and 
concurrent resolution suwbmitting adment- 
ments to the constitution.

the Legislature upon 
the passage of two resolutions acted upon 
this morning. He said seldom were meas- 
ures of more import presented to a Legis- 
lature. He lauded the Constitution of the 
State, but said it was framed 24 years ago, 
when population and wealth were not what 
they are now. The Constitution contained 
wise provisions protecting the State from 
debt. But was it proper to submit to the 
people an amendment which, while it would 
not increase the tax levy, would enabie 
them to celebrate the greatest achievemnt 
of the Government and would add immeas- 
urably to the wealth and importance of 
Missouri. Fallure to celebrate this great 
event, the greatest real estate transaction 
in the world’s history, he said, would be 
a reflection upon Missouri. 

“We propose to have within the borders 
of this State competition between all na- 
tions of the earth,’ said the ex-Governor. 
‘*‘We will collect here the brightest minds— 
the world’s elect. If that advertisement 
is not suffigient, certainly we will be com- 
pensated by the capital that will come here. 
St. Louis proposes to raise $10,000,000, and 
if she does not, you will not be asked to 
appropriate one dollar of the one million 
you provided for this morning. Every step 
in this enterprise has been made condition- 
al upon St. Louis’ ability to raise the 10 
millions. 

‘The action you have taken here to-day 
has shown to the world that public senti- 
ment is with the World's Fair. I thank 
vou aincerely. on behalf of the Executive 
Committee. for your action. The people of 
S: Louis will thank you. We have been 
told there was antipathy to St. Louis from 
the country. I have denied it, and it is 
not true.” 

He then described the wonderful  re- 
sources of Missouri and the Mississippi Val- 
ley. He said the $1,000,000 appropriation 
asked meant an addition of only 2% mills 
on the $100 for four years, or 10 cents for 
one year. 

Gov. Francis was generously applauded. 
At the conclusion of his address there were 
loud calls for Mr. Lehman. He was sent 
for, and in the meantime Judge John M, 
Wood was asked to addresa the audience. 
He sald the trouble with ‘Missouri had been 
her failure to advertise her resources and 
urgeti the Fair as a great advertising me- 
dium

At Kirksville the Cloud Swept Over a 
Thickly Populated Residence Sec- 
tion, Sparing the State Nor- 
mal and Other Public 
Institutions.

KIRKVILLE, Mo., April 28.—One hundred 
dead and fully five times that number in- 
jured, with every building in its narrow 
path in ruins, is the record of the tornado 
which, sweeping down on Kirkville at 6:30 
last night, passed through Adair County 
into Sullivan, leaving a trail of destruction 
for 4 miles to Newton, wrecking half that 
town and then veering, lifted and swept 
off to the northeast. 

At noon to-day it was. estimated that 
the death list in Kirksville is about fifty 
and that between 30 and 400 persons are 
injured. 

City officials said that these were sim- 
ply approximate figures and that it will 
be several days before a definite casualty 
list can be secured. Telegraph wires were 
down in all directions and interruptions 
were so frequent during the day that only 
meager information could be sent. These 
figures do not take into account the casual- 
ties at Newton and in the thickly populated 
farming region over which the storm 
passed.

The severe local thunderstorms and tor- 
nadoes reported over portions of Nebraska, 
Missouri, Iowa and Wisconsin during the 

ast two days generated like all of their 
Kind, in the southeastern quadrant of a 
large area of barometric depression which 
was central over the British Northwest 
and which extended southeast- 
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territory, 
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killed and 500 injured—is a conservative es- 
timate of the extent of the calamity. 

The cloud approached Kirksville from the 
southwest and missed the heart of the city 
by two or three blocks. It came when most 
of the people were at supper, and struck 
the southeastern section of the city |with 
its full force, destroying every building in 
its path, which was about one-fourth ofa 
mile wide. 


A count to-day, of the buildings destroy- 
ed, makes the estimate of 200 a fair one. 
The destruction was confined chiefly to the 
residence section. The State N al 
seemed to be in the direct path oF the 
cloud, but it was missed by a narrow mar- 
gin. When the storm struck it was almost 
as dark as midnight, so dense was the 
cloud’s blackness. 


A heavy rain followed, and the debris of 


wrecked buildings took fire in several 
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In Marion County the cloud turned, and, 
sweeping northwest on a track almost par- 
allel to the one it had folldwed on ite south- 
west* course, swept back through Knox 
County into Adair. 

Prior to its entrance into Adair the cloud 
had passed over the county at such an ele- 
vation that it caused no damage.

CONFERENCE WITH GEN. OTIS 
LOOKING TO PEACE, 


MAY HIGGLE ON TERMS. 


THEY MUST BE UNCONDITIONAL 
SURRENDER. 


Gen. Otis Cables the Good News, Caus- 
ing Gratification at Washington, 
and in Turn Receives the 
Thanks of President 
McKinley. 


MANILA, ‘April 28., 6:25 p. m.—To-day at 
4 p.m. Col. Manuel Argueleze and Lieut. 
Jose Bernal, chief of Gen. Lunas’ staff, en- 
tered Gen. MacArthur's line bearing a flag 
of truce. By permision of Gen. McArthur 
the Filipino leaders opened communication 
with Gen. Otis. They told Gen. Otis that 
they were representatives of Gén. Luna, 
who had been requested by Aguinaldo to 
ask Gen. Otis for a cessation of hostilities 
in order to allow time for the summoning 
of the Filipino Congress, which body would 
decide whether the people wanted peace. 

Gen. Otis replied that he did not recognize 

the existence of a Filipino Government. 
There will be another conference to-mor- 
row. 
It is reported In Manila to-night that the 
forces of Gen. Luna have surrendered to 
Gen. MacArthur, commanding the American 
troops at Calumpit. 


6:50 p. m.—The Filipino officers walked 
Gown the railroad track to the Kansas 
regiment's outpost at 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing. The Kansas Captain in command there 
escorted them to Gen, Wheaton’s headquar- 
ters, where they were provided with horses 
and sent to the headquarters of Gen. Mac- | 
Arthur. The latter invited the Filipinos to 
eit down at lunch with him, and conversed 
with them for some time. He refused, how- 
ever, to speak authoritatively on the sub- 
ject of their errand, referring all inquirics 
to Gen, Ottis. 

The Filipinos were then escorted by Maj. 
(Malloney of Gen. MacArthur's staff to Ma- 
nila, reaching this place at 3 o’clock p. m. 
Gen. Otis’ aide, Lieut. Sladen, was await- 
ing their arrival at the depot with a car- 
riage in which they were driven to the 
palace entrance. The Filipino officers at- 
tracted much attention. They were dresse® 
in uniforms of checked blue and white 
cloth and wore straw hats. They carried 
no side arms. "They were escorted directly 
to the office of Gen. Otis. Jacob G. Schur. 
man, President of the Philippine Commis- 
sion, and Hon. Charles Denby, a member ot 
the Commission, soon joined the party 
there. The news of the arrival of Filipino 
officers under a flag of truce spread 
through the city rapidly and many officers 
&ravitated to the corridors of the palace, 
while a crowd of natives gathered in the 
Bquare opposite the palace.

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There have been four stages in what may be 
called the revolutionary movement in the Philip- 
pines. First, the rebellion against Spanish au- 
thority in August, 1896. This was the outcome 
of a conspiracy that had been seven years in 
preparation, and which was organized through a 
secret society created by the natives for political 
purposes in the lodges of Masonry. The leader 
in this movement was Dr. Rizal, a Chinese half- 
breed, and a man of remarkable intelligence and 
energy, very popular with the natives. The plans 
of the revolutiopists were betrayed and the lead- 
ers were arrested. The half-breedis and natives 
fose in insurrection, but were for a long time 
without leaders. In 1897 Aguinaldo became Gen- 
eralissimo, and made the provinces of Cavite and 
Manila the scene of his operations. 

In the battles of 1897 the insurgents lost heavily. 
Their loss in a battle near Montalban was 1600 
killed and wounded; they lost 400 killed at Cavite, 
400 kUled at Pamplona, 400 killed at Mariloa. In 
another engagement 1630 rebels surrendered. To- 
ward the end of November, the rebel Generalissimo 
entered into negotiations with the Sparish com- 
mander, and Dec. 25, 1897, Aguinaldo and other 
leaders were conveyed to Hong Kong and their 
The conditions 
imposed by the Spaniards were that the rebels 
should submit to the Spanish government, sur- 
render all arms and ammunition, sign a formal 
document acknowledging Spain’s complete right 
of sovereignty, and promise solemnly not to revolt 
again. This was the first stage of the Philippine 
revolt. 

Malcontents in the northern provinces refused 
to accept the conditions of surrender, and in 
March, 1898, resumed hostilities. Aguinaido and 
24 of his insurgent chiefs engaged in the war of 
1897, had no connection with this second re- 
volt, and the leader of it is hostile to Aguinaldo 


now. But in May, after Commodore Dewey had 
destroyed the Spanish fleet, Aguinaldo returned to 


Lazon and with the knowledge of the Americans 
began active work in raising troops. Before the

arrival of the United States troops Aguinaldo had 
succeeded to some extent in pressing the Span- 
fards back toward Manila, and he had captured 
about 4000 officers and men of the Spanish army. 
In a letter under date of July 24 the Filipino lead- 
er asserted that he had come from Hong-Kong 
in order to prevent his own countrymen from mak- 
ing common cause with the Spaniards against 
the Americans, but he protested against the land- 
ing of American troops. This ended, as far as 
Gen. Merritt was concerned, all correspondence 
with the rebel chief. The American troops were 
advanced to the investment of Manila, and the 
rebel troops were removed from their front. On 
the 13th of August an attack was made in force. 
The Spaniards surrendered, and the American 
troops took possession, preventing the insurgents 
from entering the city. 


Third step was the organization of the Filipino 
Republic at Malolos. Then came the fourth stage 
of the revolt—the attack on the American troops 
at Manila and the attempt to burn the city on 
the night of Feb. 13. Events following up to the 
present negotiations for peace are fresh in the 
public mind. 


Aguinaldo, the head and front of the rebellion, 
is of the distinctly Japanese type in appearance, 
having the broad, square forehead, which betok- 
ens intellect, re-inforced by the bumps in the 
back of his head which indicate the endurance and 
persistence of a strong animalism. He has rather 
large eyes, set wide apart, and a straight but 
sensual nose. His lips are full and his chin round 
and not determined. His height is about five feet 
four inches, and he carries himself very erect. His 
color is a light chocolate. He speaks and writes 
Spanish and Tagalog, the native language of the 
Island of Luzon. He understands English fairly 
well, and is now about 29 years old. He is a man 
of an intelligence far beyond that of most of his 
people. He comes of a good family in the Province 
of Cavite, near Manila, where he was educated and 
where he entered the bar.

The on will not be tech- 
nical:nor captious as to the terms. It will 
be made plain to the revolting Filipinos that 
no grudge isi to be charged up against them;

It is believed here that a powerful help 
to Gen. Otis in bringing the campaign to 
a euccessful issue was the spreading 
among the rebels of a belief in the prom- 
iges of the American Government.

THE FALL OF CALUMPIT. 


For Once the Filipinos Came Into the 
Open to Fight. 

MANILA, April 28, 8:20 am.—At Calumpit, 
for the first time, @ large body of Filipinos 
attempted to face the Americans in open 
ground. The Filipinos in the trenches were 


dispersed after making a ridiculously feeble 
resistance; but Gen. Luna’s brigade came 
upon the field from Macabeles on the 
double quick, the two regiments preserv- 
ing a rfect formation. The Americans 
from the gouth bank of the river, which is 
higher than the north bank, could see Gen. 
laina mounted on a black horse, gallop- 
ing frantically along the lines and par- 
ently exhorting his followers to make a 
stand. He finally succeeded in getting

army. 

But when the American bullets showered 
thickly among them, stirring clouds of dust 
frém the sandy soil, the Filipinos again 
showed that no amount of drilling could 
fortify them sufficiently to make them face 
the American rifies, and their train puffed 
up the track with its load of dead and 
wounded in plain sight of the Americans, 
who were entering the town so closely that 
the rebels barely slipped out of their vic- 
tors’ hands. The Montana regiment made 
a rush to capture the train, running up the 
track, yelling shrilly, and even dropping 
their guns in the pursuit; but the engine 
backed off hastily, leaving the bodies of 
six warriors to their enemies. 

Twenty Filipinos who came to meet the 
conquerors, bearing a white flag, declared 
heartily that they were eick of fighting, 
adding that food was very short in their 
camps. They ate the army rations given 
to them with an eagerness that testified to 
the truth of the latter statement. One who 
had been severely wounded dragged him- 
self after his comrades, showing remark- 
able nerve, 

Fifty Americans were overcome by the 
heat, and Col. Funston dropped, utterly 
exhausted, after the battle. The men of 
the Kansas regiment cheered him crazily 
when he went among them. Last night 
the flames of burning villages and scattered 
huts gave the horizon a glow as of sunset, 
and the cracking of the bamboos as they 
caught fire sounded like muskKetry in bat- 

e 


If the American troops were not fight- 
ing the heat as well as the rebels, they 
might pursue the natives until they com- 
relled them to scatter into the mountains; 
yut the soldiers were so wilted that they 
must rest while the insurgents have time 
to reorganize, dig new trenches and fortify 
San Fernando, where it is expected they 
will attempt another battle. The matter 
of the transportation of supplies also 
hampers Gen. McArthur’s movements, 
since, with the railroad cut at the bridge 
over the Bagbag, it is difficult to supply so 
large an army in such a rough country. 

Most of the rebels fled to Apalit Station, 
where two trains were awaiting them. 
They left hurriedly, presumably for San 
Fernando. ‘ 

The towns of San Vincente and Apalit 
were simultaneously burned and evacuated! 
by the natives. 

The enemy was very strongly intrenched 
on the river bank. near both sides of the 
railroad bridge. Gen. Wheaton sent Col. 
Funston across with two companies of the 
Twentieth Kansas Regiment, a couple of 
them swimming the swift stream with a 
rope, under a galling fire, for the purpose 
of guiding the raft. 

The men crossed in squads of 23 and at- 
tacked the left flank of the rebels, who 
scurried like rabbits into covered ways and 
trenches. 

The rest of the regiment was compelled 
to cross the bridge in single file along the 
etringers. All the woodwork and much of 
the iron work had been removed. The F rst 
Montana Regiment followed the Kamsans 
across the bridge. 

The First Nebraska Regiment, acting as 
a reserve, attacked the rebels in three 
lines of pence, driving them out, kiii- 
ing 16 and wounding many. 

Pwenty prisoners were captured, includ- 
ing a Spaniard. 

Phe American troops also captured a 
brass cannon and a quantity of arms and 
ammunition, and the eame evening they 
captured a Maxim gun on the railroad.

The Copper Trust Is Regarded as an 
Accomplished Fact and Behind It 
Are Standard Oil and Men of 
Many, Millions. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 28.—Circulars marked 
‘Private and Confidential’ have been is- 
sued by the promoters of a scheme for a 


country engaged in the manufacture of silk 
ribbon and broad silk goods. Many have 
signified their willingness to enter the deal. 
Among the largest manufacturers who 
have refused are the Cheney Brothers of 


Connecticut and Schw&rzbach, Huber & 
Co., who have mills at Union Hill, N. J., 
and in ‘Pennsylvania. Without the co-op- 
eration of such large concerns as these it 
is doubtful whether the scheme will be 
successful. The prospectus, among other 
things, says: 

“It is proposed to form a corporation 
under the laws of New Jersey to be called 
the United States Silk Manufacturing Com- 
pany,with a capital stock of about $75,000,- 
000. The product of the silk ribbon factories 
of the United States during the year 1898 
reached $30,000,000, and the product of the 
broad silk industry $40,000,000, making a to- 
tal of $70,000,000 produced by the American 
manufacturers of silk goods during that 
year.

JEFFERSON CITY, MO., April 28.—Prob- 
ably the most stringent of all the anti- 
trust bills enacted into law at this session 


combination of all the concerns in this/of the Legislature passed the House late 


yetserday, and with the approval of the 
Governor will become a law. It was in- 
troduced in the Senate by Senator Whaley 
and was drawn by Attorney General Crow, 
It received 104 votes in the House. 

In brief, it provides a way by which the 


formation of trusts may be stopped by in- 
junction and confers the necessary power 
upon the courts of the state. This biil com- 
pletes the chain of law which this leg- 
islature has woven about the trusts. Three 
bills have been passed. One was the anti- 
insurance trust bill, a second was a Dill 
which provided a means of compelling 
trusts organized in other states to appear 
in this state and give testimony, and the 
third is the Whaley law. A copy of the lat- 
ter follows: 

Section 1. Every pool, trust, agreement, combi- 
nation, confederation or understanding, conspiracy 
or combination entered into or created or organized 
by any corporation organized under the laws of 
thie or any other State, or any partnership or in- 
dividual or other association of persons whatso- 
ever with any other corporation, partnership, indl- 
vidual or any other person or association of pcr- 
sons to regulate, control or fix the price of any 
article or articles of manufacture, mechanism, mer- 
chandise, commodity, convenience or repair, or 
any product of mining of any kind or class, or any 
article or thing of any clase or kind bought and 
sold, or the price or premium to be paid for in- 
suring property against loss or damage by fire, 
lightning or storm, or to maintain said price or 
prices when so regulated, determined or fixed, and 
all agreements, combinations, confederations or 
conspiracies or pools made, created, entered into 
or organized by any e¢orporation, partnership, in- 
dividual or. association of individuals to fix the 
amount or limit the quantity of any article or 
thing whatsoever, or of any article of manufacture, 
mechanisin, commodity, convenience or repair, or 
any product of any class or kind of mining, are 
hereby declared illegal. 

Sec. 2. If any two or more persons who are 
engaged in buying or selling any article of com- 
merce, nanufacture, mechanism, merchandise, com- 
modity, convenience or repair, any product of min- 
ing, or any article or thing whatsoever, shall enter 
into any pool, trust, agreement, combination, 
confederation, association or understanding to con- 
trol or limit the trade in any such article or thing; 
or to limit competition in such trade, by refusing 
to bay from or sell to any other person any such 
article or thing aforesaid, for the reason that such 
other person is not a member of or party to such 
pool, trust, agreement, combination, confederation, 
association or understanding; or shall boycott or 
threaten any person from buying or selling to any 
other person who is not a member of or party to 
such pool, trust, agreement. combination, confed- 
eration, association or understanding, any such 
article or thing aforesaid, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and on conviction shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the county jail not ex- 
ceeding one year, or by a fine not exceeding $100, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 3. The several Circuit Courts of this State 
are hpreby invested with jurisdiction to prevent 
and restrain any corporation, partnership, indl- 
vidual or association of individuals from entering 
into any combination, pools, agreements, in the 
form of trusts, confederation, conspiracy or un- 
derstanding declared illegal by this act or any 
other law of this State relative to pools, trusts, 
conspiracies and unlawful combinations. And it 
shall be the duty of the Attorney-General and of 
the Prosecuting Attorneys, when so directed by te 
Attorney-General, to institute proceedings in 
equity to prevent and restrain all violations of 
this act and of any other law concerning pools 
trusts and conspiracies and unlawful combinations. 
Such proceedings may he by way of petition, set- 
ting forth the case and praying that such viola- 
tion be enjoined of otherwise prohibited. When 
the parties complained of shall have been duly 
notified of such petition the court shall proceed 
as soon as muy be to the hearing and determina- 
tion of the case; and pending such petition and 
before final decree the court may at any time 
make such temporary restraining order or prohibi- 
tion as shall be deemed just in the premises. 

Sec. 4. Whenever it shall appear to the court 
before which any proceeding under this act may 
be pending that the ends of justice require that 
other parties should be brought before the court. 
the court may cause them to be summoned, whether 
they reside in the circult in which the court 1s 
held or not; and subpenas and summonses may be 
in proceedings under this act served by the sheriff 
of any county in any place in this State, and the 
same shall be valid. 

See. 5. Any person injered 
property by any other person ofr corporation by 
reason of anything forbidden or declared to he 
unlawful by this act may sue therefor in any (Citr- 
enuit Court of this State in which the defendant 
or defendants, or any one of them reside, or have 
any officer, agent, office or representative, or in 
which any such defendant or any agent, officer 
or representative may be found, without regard 
to the amount in controversy, and shall recover 
three-fold damages by him sustained, and the costs 
of suit. including a reasonable attorney's fee. 

Sec. 6. It is hereby expressly declared to be the 
intent of this act not to repeal any former act or 
part of thereof on the subject of pools, trusts, con- 
spiracies and unla wfulcombtinations, except the same 
be in direct and irreconcilable conflict herewith. 
And it is hereby declared to be only the express 
purpose of this act to provide an additional remedy 
for the control and restraint of pools, trusts and 
conspiracies in restraint of teade and unlawful 
combination. 

Sec. 7. There being some doubt as to the an- 
thority of courts in Missouri to issue a restrain- 
ing order to prevent the formation of pools, trusts 
and unlawful combinations, or to restrain the 
continued existence thereof by an equitable pro- 
ceeding in behalf of the State, creates an emer- 
genev within the meaning of the constitution, and 
threfore, this “nct shall take effect from and after 
its passage and approval. —

In a Speech in January He Told How 
Aguinaldo Took Up Arms by 
Request of Wildman.

WASHINGTON, April 38.—A speech of 
John Barrett, late United States Minister 
to Siam,. made Jan. 12, last, before the 
Chamber of Congress in Shanghai, a pub- 
lished report of which has just reached 
here, throws decisive light on a question 
regarding the Filipinos leng debated in this 
country, Incidentally it may be mentioned 
that Mr. Barrett an expansionist, and 
hence not prejudiced in favor of the Fili- 
pinos. In his he sayé: 

“Tl saw Aguinaldo put aboard the United 
States dispatch boat in Hong Kong Harbor 
last May, by permission of Admiral Dewey, 
and at the special instance of Consul-Gener- 
al Wildman, for the direct purpose of go- 
ine to Cavite, to organize an army and 
temporary government and make war on 
the Spaniards, in co-operation with the 
American forces.” 

The same statement was made by Consul- 
General Wildman and printed tn a Senate 
document jast wiiter, which document was

“Aguinaido organized an army out of 
nothing, which he has now gradually de- 
veloped into a force of 30,000 men, armed 
with modern rifles. He captured all Span- 
ish garrisons on the Island of Luzon, out- 
eide of Manila, so that when the Ameri- 
cane were ready to proceed against the 
city they were not delayed and troubled 
with a country campaign. 

‘“‘Moreover, he has organized a govern- 
ment which has been practically admin- 
istering the affairs of that great Island since 
the American occupation of Manila, and 
which is certainly better than the former 
au@ministration. He has a properly formed 
Cabinet and Congress, the members of 
which, in appearance and manners, would 
compare favorably with Japanese states- 
men. 

“He has among his advisers men of abil- 
ity as international lawyers, while his sup- 
porters include most of the prominent edu- 
cated and wealthy natives—all of which 
prove poselbilities of self-government which 
we must consider. He eonducts himself per- 
sonally with decorum, and no more ostenta- 
tion than would be expected. Despite his 
faults and weaknesses, which, of course, 
he has. he can hardly be called the eay- 
age, undeserving, as well as unprincipled 
and ambitious native that he is often por- 
trayed to be 

“May I humbly go on record as declar- 
ing that it would be far better for the 
l'nited States to treat this leader and his 
people with caution and  coneideration 
eventually obtaining the end to be desire 
without serious loss of life and great ex- 
pense, pather than peremptorily demand his 
absolute surrender, be forced into a most 
unhappy conflict, which would, from its 
guerrilla nature, mean the lose of hun- 
dreds of good lives, the expenditure of 
large sume of mohey, and saddest and worst 
of all. the development of a feeling of hat- 
red and revenge toward the Americans, 
among 8,000,000 of subject natives, which the 
kind treatment of a hundred years cannot 
remove? 

‘“T am not supporting Aguinaldo in any 
anti<American policy, My only prayer is 
that wise counsels may prevail to prevent 
further bloodshed. Lest appear to be 
relying too much upon my own opinion, 
I have often heard such 
authorities as Coneul-General Wildman at 
Hong Kong and Consul Williams. at Ma- 
nila speak highly in terms of commenda- 
tion of Aguinaldo and his chief supporters, 
while thé experienced Consul-General, Mr, 
Pratt, at Gingaupore, lent assistance to his 
return to the Philippines?’

There May Be Complications When 
the Doughty Colonel Refuses to 
Account to His Old Partners, 


Col. John D. Hopkins will manage the 
theatrical feature at Forest Park High- 
lands this season, but the Tri-State Amuse- 
ment Company expects to have a finger in 
the pie and to get its share of the profits. 
It may take a lawsuit to do it, but the 
Tri-State people are determined to main- 
tain what they conceive to be their rights. 
The exact situation as to the theater 
privilege at the Highlands has never been 
explained. It is this: When the Forest 
Pork Highlands Amusement Company es- 


tablished its resort, two years ago, it en- 
tered into a contract with the Tri-State 
Amusement’ Company, under which the 
Tri-State should have the theater privi- 
lege for certain considerations. One clause 
of the contract was that it was mutually 
agreed that John D. Hopkins should be 
the manager of the said theater. 

Last fall Col. Hopkins severed his con- 

nection with the ‘Tri-State, and in the 
instrument assigning his right and ti- 
tle to any share in the contracts of 
the Tri-State Company the Forest Park 
Highlands privilege was specified. ‘This, 
however, did not deprive him of his share 
and interest in the Forest Park Highlands 
Amusement Company. 
Neither, it appears, did it convince Mr. 
A. Steuver, who practically owns and 
controls the Highlands, that the Tri-State 
Company had a right to put another man- 
ager at the Highlands. 

Several months ago Mr. Steuver and 
Messrs Raeder and Rule met and discussed 


the future of the Highlands, Messrs, Rae- 


der and Rule wanted to put in a new man- 
ager for the summer season. Mr. Steuver 
hear to it. He said the contract 
called for Hopkins and if he couldn't get 
Hopkins he would run the show himself, 
The the Tri<State people said all right. 
Mr. Steuver could have ‘Hopkins provided 
he could catch hie. They didn't have him, 
but were perfectly willing that he should 
manage the Highlands Theater. 

This was a wise move, for it put the Tri- 
State people in the position of being willing 
to carry out their contract and if Mr. 
Steuver failed to get Col. Hopkins’ services 
it would not be their fault. 

Mr. Steuver induced Col. Hopkins to ac- 
cept the management. And no comes the 
rub. The Colonel has sworn by ithe “Beard 
of the Prophet," also by the Nope Horn 
Spoon,"’ never to break bread or do busi- 
ness with the Tri-State company again; yet 
as manager of the Highlands Theater he 
will be the representative of the Tri-State 
company and will have to render accoumt. 
ings to it. Under his resolution he can not 
do this, and i is confidently expected that 
he will try to avoid doing it.

Which course would the proprietors of the great department 
stores be most iikely to pursue? 

For example; iet us suppose that five department stores in 
St. Louis would be taxed $100,000 each under the proposed law. 
By consolidating the five stores into one great store, not only 
would competition be whouolly destroyed, but there would be 
an immediate saving of $400,000 in license taxes to be added to 
the prefits. The advantages of such a consolidation would be 
manifest to shrewd business men. 

It ‘s highly prebable, ‘therefore, that instead of destroying 
monopo.y in retail trade, it would destroy the last vestige of 
competition and would consolidate the present large competing 
department stores into one vast monopoly emporium. In ad- 
dition te monoj-oly prices, all the burden of new license taxes 
would be laid upon the backs of the consumers. More than 
this, instead cui increasing the revenue, the result would be to 
decrease the revenue. 

This view of the attempt.to tax department stores out of ex- 
istence does not seem to have occurred to Missouri Legisla- 
tors. Yet itis the sane view supported by irresistible logic. 

It would be a sad awakening for the anti-trust majority of 
the State Legislature to find that a law passed to increase 
the revenue and destroy imonopnoly, reduced the revenue and 
promcted monopoly. .

“On Sunday the poerer classes aésemble 
in the plaza and give their children away. 
Their way of burying the dead is curious. 
A coffin is rented for the corpse to be car- 
ried to the cemetery. Two or feur natives 
carry it on their heads or fastened to two 
bamboo poles. The corpse is taken out of 
the coffin and buried about two feet. If 
the rent for the burial lot is not paid with- 
in a certain time the body is dug up and 
thrown away. Cayey Cemetery contains 
about two acres, surrounded by a stone 
wall 10 feet high and 3 feet thick. At the 
entrance is a large Stone building for per- 
sons who are too old to take care of them- 
selves.
